Favor Zoning Sections 


Of Ww. Andover And 


or Industry 


In a forward-looking statement 
regarding the future development 
of the town the Andover Taxpay- 
ers’ association sub-committee on 
industrial zoning has submitted a 
report recommending that a sect- 
ion of West Andover and of Lowell 
Junction be zoned exclusively for 
industry. 

After exhaustive study the conr 
mittee, made up of Robert D. 
Mayo, chairman, Robert EF, Mac- 
Mackin and James I. Mosher, 
concludes that it feels that indus- 
try in the two sections of Ando- 
ver would be of advantage tax- 
wise to the town, and would be 
more beneficial than the type of 
residences which would be bound 
to spring up adjacent to industrial 
zones in bordering towns. 

The directors of the Andover 
Taxpayers’ association on Jan. 3 
approved the report of the sub- 
committee and voted to take it to 
the town planning board for dis- 
cussion and consideration and on 
Jan. 5 this was done. 

The association believes that 
it is necessary that the sections 
of Lowell Junction and West An- 
dover being considered should be 
voted exclusive industrial zones 
by this year’s town meeting.

An article on railroads in the World Book Encyclopedia 
reprints that prophecy, which was made in 1812 by Oliver 
Evans of Philadelphia. And it was an astonishing look 
into the future indeed. For at that time a trip from Wash- 
ington, D.C. to New York City took six to eight days. The 
first steam railroad was yet to be created. 

The encyclopedia observes, ‘Before the coming of the 
steam railroad, people living outside cities drove their 


horse-teams or ox-teams many miles to have a few 


bushels of wheat ground into flour or to exchange the 
products of their toil for tea, salt, thread, calico, nails, 
tools, glass, gunpowder, «and other necessities .. . Rail- 
roads worked an almost magical change in the ways 
people lived. They brought about the growth of towns, 
cities, and farms in wild prairies, in forests, and even in 
deserts.” 

The railroads, in other words, were an essential force 
in building our nation. Today they are essential to its 
well-being, strength, and security.

The Case Again Reinsurance 


[he proposal for government reinsurance of the volun- 
tary health insurance plans is due to come before con- 
cress again. It has many sincere advocates. But the 
perils and weaknesses implicit in it should be thoroughly 
understood. 

First of all, the phenomenal progress made by the 
health insurance industry makes federal intervention un- 
necessary as well as dangerous. 

Second, reinsurance would not make health insurance 
available to more people or extend the benefits unless 
it were accompanied by a heavy tax subsidy to make 
possible selling the insurance for less than the cost of 
servicing the contracts. 

Third, insurance authorities seem generally agreed 
that the extent of health insurance liability is such that 
there is absolutely no need for reinsurance. 

F ourth, the program would give government sweeping 
and unjustified regulatory control over the health in- 
surance industry. 

Fifth, many believe that reinsurance might prove the 
entering wedge to socialized or government-dominated 
medicine. 

The last congress refused to approve the plan. The 
new congress should follow that wise precedent.
